Claims 1-60 

Document 1 discloses the feature of estimating and 
compensating for variations in a transmission channel 
based upon a pilot symbol, which comprises a common pilot 
symbol for the purpose of estimating a channel common to 
each user and a user-specific individual pilot symbol, 
which performs communication in a channel different from 
the above -described channel. 

The feature of conducting transmission power control 
using an individual pilot channel is well known as 
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disclosed in document 2, and the feature of changing the 
modulation method or the encoding rate based upon the SIR 
is well known as indicated in document 3; therefore , it 
would be obvious to a person skilled in the art to employ 
the configuration that is set forth in this application in 
the invention that is disclosed in document 1.
